Pittsburg, Pa., March 15.— The 
record of the greatest flood In the 
history of Pltti=<burg which occurred 
In I s 2 , passed 1 at midnight with the 
river still rising at a foot an hour. 
The situation at mWntght is thus 
summarized: 

Estimated property damage 110.- 
OOO.OKW; enforced idleness of over 
l'OO.OOO portons; the almost com- 
plete suspension of Pittsburg's man- 
ufacturing plants; the sacrifice of 14 
^lives whlc will probably be In- 
creased to 20; all train service au- 
nuled and trolley Bervlce out of com- 
mission; telegraph and telephone 
lines crippled; between and 
SO.OOO- people homeless; hundreds of 
homes undermined and ready to col- 
lapse; theaters clo.-ed; guests ma- 
rooned In hotels; thousands of fami- 
lies living In the Bccond story of their 
homes and nearly aJl downtown seo 
Hons o fPlttsburg under water.

The damage to perishable goojls 
and property In Pittsburg district 
alone probably will exceed $2.'lii0,fli0<) 
In addition to much obstruction done 
to property throughout western 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 

At Connellsvllle, Pa., the damage 
to the coke region is estimated at 
$2.0i0O,O0O. 

Over l'O'ii.tWMl persona are tem- 
porarily out or employment.

All mines along the Monongahela 
river are flooded and lOvtwio miners 
are being affected.

Hundreds of stores 
and business houses In the downtown 
section are partially submerged and 
have closed their doors. The flood 
directly affects 2,5ty«-,'<j'u>0 people.^ 
Hundred* Living Upsluiis. 

In the suburbs or Aspln Wall, 
Sharpsburg, Etna, Mill'vale, over 500 
families are living in the second story 
of their homes. Whole families are 
■ compeLled to crowd Into upstairs 
rooms, where in many cases they 
were left without fuel and supplies, 
the latter are now being distributed 
by mon in skiffs. Many house* In 
those suburbs have been undermined 
and the foundations weakened and 
are In danger of collating. The 
greater portion of Monotigahela is 
under water.

Precipitate rising in the upper 
courses of the Ohio river make it 
rather probable that no serious stage 
will be reached here under present 
conditions. While the rises at Pitts 
burg and Cincinnati indicate a con 
slderable volume or water, unless 
that water Is re-inforred by local 
rains the length of the Ohio valley, a 
stage as high a« in January for this 
point seems impossible. The rise in 
the upper Ohio has too much the ap- 
pearance of a sport which will spread 
Itself out before K can reach the low- 
er half of the river. It will require 
today's and tomorrow's reports of 
upper river conditions before any 
accurate prediction or the probable 
stago here can be made. 

The river at this point rose .9 
In the last 2 4 hours. The stage this 
morning or 31.7 Is exactly 14 feet 
lower than the highest stage reached 
in the January flood — *5.7. That 
stage was reached January 28. To 
day's rise and for the naxt few days 
probably will show greater g.iins. The 
January flood was possible from the 
heaviest rainfall all along the valley, 
that has beeu recorded in the ooa! 
observer's office. However, with the 
river already well up, a given amount 
of water means more now than In 
Junuary when tho river had to makr 
a longer climb up the banks. 

The government prediction Is for 
rapid rising In the Ohio river for 
the next rew days. The cause of the 
flood Is givon as heavy rains in the 
mountains and tributaries above, and 
from melting snow. The unusually 
mild winter should make the water 
from melting snow leas this year and 
the excessive rains of the first two 
months in the year probably will 
make for only a moderate rainfall 
throughout the spring, it was these 
conditions that led some of the local 
river men to expect less of a spring 
rise than usual. 

The Cnmberland and Tennessee 
rivers fortunately at this time are not 
rising significantly. The Wwbash 
shows some Indications of rising and 
the most serious aspect Is the rising 
tendency In the Mississippi river. The 
Mississippi river acts like a diaro on 
tbo Ohio river. A stage of the Ohio 
river that would not be serious when 
the Mississippi river is low, becomes 
dangerous When that river is high, 
forcing the Ohio back and holding 
the water up. It is probable that the 
rising conditions in the Mississippi 
river, more than In the Ohio, caused 
the river men at Cairo to advise 
against the gunboat Wasp coming or. 
to Paducah. 

With fourteen feet to go yet be- 
fore the river get- to the highest 
stago reached in January, river men 
here are not anticipating great incon- 
venience from the floods above. They 
say that the rise at Pittsburg, while 
phenomlnal, is too sudden to be last 
Inf. If it la sustainod, a high stage 
will be reached here. Ail ready the 
river at Cincinnati and Pittsburg is 
above the flood stapa and may go 
higher than 18&4 for those cities. 
Before the flood reaches Paducab, 
provided It is not swelled by local 
rains, it will be harmless.

Washington, March Rk — Kor the 
first time hi American history u 
'.vat-ship flying the colors of Hie 
lulled States will ascend tile Ohio 
river to Kvansvillr, |nd. . Congress- 
Mian lleiiHiiway has promlwd this. 
The gtinlHiat Wusp was selected for 
the service. 



Because the commander of the gun- 
boat Wasp fears that the tide In the 
Ohio river will prevent the craft go- 
ing under the Illinois Central bridge 
it Cairo on her return trip. It has 
been decided that the gunboat shall 
not come to Paducah. Sho will He 
up at Cairo several days to coal be- 
fore starting on her return trip to 
the guir. 

The Commercial club had made 
arrangements to entertain the officers 
of the Wasp during their stay In Pa- 
ducah. and members of the club were 
disappointed to learn it would not 
come. This morning Secretary Ooons 
wired the officer in command asking 
that he bring his boat to the city, and 
issuring him thnt local river officials 
tlrink there Is no dauger of the boat 
not being able to get under the 
bridge a* Cairo. Mayor Yelser also 
wired a message to the same effect, 
and both officials think there Is a 
probability that the request wilt be 
granted. 

P. J. Cheevor, advance agent for 
the gunboat Wasp held a long dist- 
ance consultation this morning with 
Commander Croghan of the Wasp, in 
which the commander expressed his 
regret at the Inability of the Wasp 
to come to Paducah. He said it Is 
posslhle that a recruiting party may- 
come on to Paducah by rail, anyway. 
The Wasp is scheduled to leave Cai- 
ro Monday for the south. If It is 
seen that the river will fall, the 
gunboat may come on to Paducah 
next week. Cheever will leave to- 
night for Cairo to Join tho gunboat. 



ami Men Agree on Compromise 
Satisfactory to Both Sides to the 
Controversy. 



\i;iilTltlTlo\ PLAN ADOPTED, 



Louisville, March 15. — Following 
tho agreement reached between the 
company and employes the street car 
service was resumed on all lines this 
morning. Almost all the old employes 
are at work and regular schedules 
are observeJ. 

Tho terms of the settlement pro- 
vide for au Increase from 18 to 20 
cents au hour for new men and 22 
ceuts an hour for al; employes after 
the first year; 25 cents an hour over- 
time; at least thirty mlnutea for 
lunch; all strikers to ibe restored to 
their old position, ,md an open shop 
for the company in reference to tho 
hiring of new men. 

The point of recognizing the union 
and establishing a straight closed 
shop was conceded by the executive 
committee for the strikers, who re- 
ceived In return tho promise that the 
company nil] In future settle all dif- 
ferences between it and employes 
through a permanent arbitration 
committee appointed by the men.

While the proposition to shorten 
the hours of the school day has been 
jald before the public by the school 
board for expression or opinion, aa 
far as a majority or the members of 
tho board are concerned, no material 
change will be made in the present 
schedule. It Is known by the board 
alao. what Prof. J. A. Carnagey s 
ideas along this lino are, and as pub- 
lic opinion seems to be dormant on 
the question, with the exception of 
the Alumni association and perhaps 
one or two other clubs, the action of 
the board In this instance practically 
is settled. 

As suggested by Professor Carna- 
gey, the superintendent-elect In con- 
vvrsatiot! with some of the members 
ot tho board, the schools will open 
fifteen minutes later In the morning, 
at 8:45 o'clock. A recess of fifteen 
minutes win be given in both morn- 
ing aud afternoon sessions. At noon 
the schools will dismiss at 1 1 . I :> 
o'clock as at present. On trie ques- 
tion of resuming after dinner, the 
Ideas of the members of the board 
vary with Professor Carnagey s sug- 
gestions only a few minutes. He 
prefers that the schools resume at 
1:16 o'clock, as at present, while 
some of the membots preft r to ex- 
teud the noon recess to l:$0 o'clock, 
giving the children an hour and 45 
minutes. Prof. Carnagey would dis- 
miss the schools at S:54> o'clock 
while tho members who would make 
the noon recess longer, would dis- 
miss at 4 o'clock. In any event the 
difference In the schedule Is only five 
minutes, and the board will not have 
a hitch In settling this point. A trus- 
tee discussing the shorter hour prop- 
osition this morning said: 

"After canvassing the members of 
the board and summing up publio 
opinion In the mass, as* best as t 
could, I can say confidently that no 
change to the one session school day 
wil; be made. In the schedule 1 have 
outlined, ample allowance has been 
made for the children not becoming 
wearied by the long hours in schools, 
as suggested by the advocates of one 
session. It Is a matter or fact that 
many or the school children with 
duties around the home find it rushes 
them to get to school at 8:30 o'clock 
In the morning, and the fifteen min- 
ute reduction In tho hours there wil! 
be beneficial. At noon an extension 
of the recess fifteen minutes la con- 
sidered advisable by some of tho trus- 
tees to prevent these children wh<» 
have to walk long distance*, enter- 
ing the afternoon session bioathlcBS 
and hot from the hurried walk back- 
ward and rorward. With tho recesses 
allowed and the reductions in the 
hours, it seems the best arrangement 
that can lie made for the accommoda- 
tion of all concerned, and In this 
we have tho approval of Prof. Car- 
nagey, and of Superintendent Ueb." 
Might h tirade Change. 
While Prot. Carnagey was here on 
hi slast visit the trustees held a long 
consultation with him on the ques- 
tions before them for *>" dement. Ills 
ideas along every line the board ex- 
perts to act in the April session are 
known and they coincide In all es- 
sential respects with the ideas of the 
trustees. As announced in TliK 
SL'N, the present arrangement of 
having all the eighth grade pupils In 
the city attend the Washington build- 
ing, will be modified. Professor 
Carnagey and the majority of the 
trustees favor placing an eighth 
grade In the lA>ngfelh>w building. 
Fifth street and Kentucky avenue, 
and one iu the Franklin building on 
South Sixth street. Ail tho pupils 
from tho south side or the city and 
from the northeast section of the city 
will be taken away from the Wash- 
ington building and distributed in 
these two ne* grades. The eighth 
grade at the Washington building wilt 
t>e retained, aud under the new ar- 
rangement wiui be a normal grade.

* Washington. D. C, March 15.— 
Officials of the internal revenue bu- 
reau say that the people of this 
country are largely increasing their 
consumption of American bottled 
beers. When asked why this is, they 
attribute It to a greatly Increased 
family use of this beverage. Further- 
more, they look upon it with favor 
as conducing to temperance. 

"It is a matter of widespread note," 
said this official, "that the consump- 
tion of beer is Increasing at a great 1 
rate, while the consumption of strong 
drinks Is decreasing, compared to In- 
creaae of population.

Jackson. Tenn.. March 15.— Che 
election to abolish the saloons of 
Jackson, participated in by the reg 
istered white voters, resulted 93 4 
dry to 3 wet. 

The heaviest registered vote the 
city has cast was In the mayoralty- 
race last June, 1,540 whites and col 
ored. The entire vote of the city and 
•Fifteenth district last November for 
the legislative ticket was about 900 
It is now up to the representatives 
!n the legislature from this county 
to present a bill to the legislature 
asking that the charter be abolished 
so that the city can reincorporate 
under the Pendleton bill, extending 
the Adams law. It Is stated that the 
actual registered vote Is less than 
1,700, including negroes. 

The liquor people claim the total 
white legal representation to be 2,- 
334 for., the four wards 0|f the city, 
and claim that as the dry people re- 
ceived only 934 votes they are short 
of half of the registered voters by 
233 votes and claim that Jackson 
must remain wet as results show, ac- 
cording -to the temperance people's 
own contention. 

After eliminating the names of 
the dead, of those who have remov- 
ed from the city and the duplicate 
registrations, the Anti-Saloon league 
announces that the white registered 
vote Is approximately 1,500.

1n order to have people along their 
lines to develop business. One train, 
however, could be run where two a.re 
no* run. There might be other ways 
of neduclng expenses, but It might 
also follow that dividends would 
have to be reduced. 

KxplaiiiN st.nl. IHirrhaHes. 
"You have said that If the railroads 
had been enabled to enter into agree- 
ments there wou'd have been no con- 
solidations. Were your purchase* of 
the stock of other railroad compan- 
ies made for 'the purpose of enabling 
you to arrange traffic distribution?" 
"Exactly so." 

"U It should be held that the 
Union Pacific could not legally hold 
the stock of the Southern Pacific, 
would not the interpurrhase of 
stocks of the eastern railroads be 
similarly affected?" 

"1 can say nothing about what the 
eastern railroads have done. I will 
say, however, (hat in the esse of the 
Union and Southern Pacific we have 
uo fear," Mr. Harrlman answered. 
Itoads to Blame for Outcry. 

"The agitation for these lower 
tares is a result of a mistaken poHcy 
on the part of railroad managements 
In the past," Mir. Harrlman con- 
tinued. "We have been so busy con 
Hirudins; and reconstructing lines 
with a view of Improved service and 
better returns to shareholders that 
we neglected the Important matter 
of the relation between the railroads 
and the public as relating to sentl 
mont and legislation. The railroads 
heft to lawyers and subordinates their 
dealing with legislatures. They and 
the people were not taken into full 
and free confidence — « policy which 
must be changed. The relations be 
tween the roads and the people In 
their general welfare are not under- 
stood. I am Insisting that there be 
cooperation for the mutual good. 

"I would like to go out among the 
people aud explain the necessity for 
co-operation between the railroads, 
the people nnd the government, but 
I am a little too old to begin a cam- 
paign or that kind." 

Itaten and Competition, 

Concerning the effect of rate re- 
ductions on competition, Mr. Harrl- 
man said: 

"One road which mlgn^ have the 
good fortune to be able to, suffer less 
from a reduction than another would 
soon have an advantage over Itg com- 
petitor. Every local point on a rail- 
road is In competition with every 
other local point on another railroad 
In contiguous territory. If one were 
able to give better service because of 
better earnings, soon the local sta- 
tions ou the other road would 'dry 
up.' The superior facilities of the 
one would attract business from the 
other. Besides, you cannot lower the 
rates In one territory without affect- 
ing the general situation In another. 

"It wp be time to talk of 2 cent 
fares when the population hes In- 
creased to such an extent that the 
gross business will want more fre- 
quent service and better filled' ears 
When our railroads apirruath to the 
trolley car service, when the in- 
creased population will provide 
jenough pawengors »o that net earn- 
ings will not be affected by a reduc- 
tion In tho fares, then these reduc- 
tions will follow. There was a time 
»Mh the Illinois Central when the 
fare was t «a>ts a mile. It wns will- 
ingly paid for the service rendered. 
Then when the population grew ao 
fitat wo could carry forty passengers 
In a car instead of half a doaen, the 
rate came down. 

Kxpansion .Must Oo On. 
"The roads must be In a position 
to earn sufficient money to continue 
expansion to meet the needs of the 
territory served. There may he a 
falling off of business for a year or 
two, but at tho end of ten years traf- 
fic will bo as much greater than It Is 
now, as It Is now as compared with 
ton years ago. 

"The roade mum be permitted to 
be in a position to Invite the confi- 
dence of capital In order that money 
giay be furnished for the necessary 
enlargements. Tho condition of agita- 
tion such as now obtains will render 
It Impoaaible to meet tha growing 
needs of the country. The managers 
of the railroads wilt not have the 
courage to go forward. They can do 
nothing but sit still." 

Explains Attack ou Fish. 
"My statements before the Inter- 
state commerce commission were 
made under oath. I didn't recall any- 
body else talking about the matter 
under oath. I assumed a serious re- 
sponsibility when I made the state- 
ments I did concerning the actions 
of Mr. Fish.

We would all do the 
same as Rockefeller If we had the 
chance. If any concern can't stand 
competition with the Standard Oil 
company then let It get out of busi- 
ness. John D. Rockefeller hasn't hurt 
Illinois."
